RUSSIA'S GOLD RESERVE.

A romantic stary of how the stock of gold held by Ryssia w! 
the Tear was deposed has been dispersed is related by M. Novitsky, 
ex-Assistant Minister of Finance of the All-Russian Government, in 
Messrs. Samuel. Montagu and Co's review of foreign axchanges. 

Ho states that the gold reserve at the outbreak'of war exceeded 
ond handred and sixty million Sterling, then the greatest. accumula- 
tion in the world. In pursuance of measures to export it bx order to 
pay for war supplies and external Joan coupons the first shipment of 
eight, millions was secretly loaded on a British cruiser and transport 
at sex at night time thirty miles from Archangel. Nevertheless 
Germany discovered the step and sowed a mine-field along the route. 
The ships arrived at Liverpool but were damaged and the Government 
abandoned this route. Sixty millions worth of gold was subséquently 
transferred by rail to Viadivostock, part-of which was conveyed in 
Japanese cruisers to Wancouver and the remainder sent to Japan. 
About half the balance was paid to the Germans who handed over a 
portion to the Allies ander the armistice. This now Yes In a bank ip 
France. The balance of sixty-elght millions was captured from the 
Bolsheviks when they were forced to evacuate Karan in July, 1918, 
and resched Omsk after several adventores last year. Part of this 
was shipped to Hongkong for military supplies. Koltehak losded 
the remaining forty-four milligns into e special train of forty cats 
sccompanied by an armoured train when he was compelled to evacuate 
Omak. A collision occurred en route, the train caught fire and seme 
of its cargo was lost. The train continued but its subsequent fate Is 
uncertain in consequence of Koltchak being killed. 


GERMAN WIRELESS EXTENSION. |

One of the many ways in which 
the proposals of the Government 
regarding British coal mines and

important questions of principle 
in public and private ownership 
and control, Let us look first of 
all at some of the facts. 


WHAT MINERS BO, 
Aceording to the latest return’ 
which deals with the quarter 


which ended on Slst Margh last,} 2 


over 62,000,000 tons of coal were 
raised in Britiah coalfields, of 
which rather more than 6,000,000 
were consumed at the mines and 
among the miners, leaving more 
than 55,500,000 tons to be dispased 
of commercially. . It is trne that 
if that figure is multiplied ly 
four it does not give, for a year, 
tha largest ontput that has been 
achieved in British mines. Let 
it ba remembered that, contrary 
to public opinion. large numbers 
af miners gave their hives in the 
war, many bave returned dis- 
abled, many mao have entered 
tha mines who normally would 
no: have been regarded as 
physically fit for the work, trans- 
port has been notoriously bad, 
bonuses are not to be had, 
many necessary mine safeguards 
hava not been provided, and 
there: have been other causes 
which bhava made the highes: 
output a practical impossib lity. 
Current discogsion runs too mach 
on the wages of the miners 
and the five days week. 
These things “can never be 
divorced from the industrial life 
of tha miner, expased every hour 
to tha danger of death of dis- 
ablement. Between 1997 and 
1916 the average number of 
minera killed per year was 1240. 


SOME SCOTHISH FACTS. 

The return for the quarter end- 
ing Match last shows that daring 
that period there wera 1,165,000 
peopleemployedin mining. Dur- 
ing the sama time rather more 
than 33 tons were raised. per 
perswn employed. and the earn- 
ings per person emploged were 
for the quarter, slightl7 in excess

Miners in Sooth 
Walks, for example, receive a 
higher rate perton than minersin 
Lancashire, who, according to 
general admission, have not beer 
too well treated, and whose sacri- 
fice has never been folly ap; reci- 
ated by she public: During the 
simeqriarterScotish miners raised 
8,500,000 tons of coal, and they 
received in wages £8332,000 for 
the three months. In Scotland 
nearly 143,000 people were em- 
ployed in mining doring thta 
periud, nearly 59 tons were raised 
per person employed, and the 
earnings per Scottish person ep. 
ployed for the quarter were £58, 
which was £4 better that the 
earnings per person employed 
in British coalfields a: large. 


THE PROPOSAL OF THE BILL. 


Now all these details ore im- 
portant, because in the general 
discussion of principle in the 
manageroent of the mines there 
is a disposition to think that 
miners do little or nothing, and 
that they .receiva enormous 
wages for aleisured life.
